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Historical Introduction. 

In presenting this Catalogue to the Fraternity, a statement of the origin and 
purposes of the Collection now enumerated and described, and which has been 
accumulating for the past twenty years,' will be appropriate. 

[n the year 1884, Frank R. Lawrence, then Deputy Grand Master, formed the 
Library and Reading Room Committee, with the object of furnishing the rooms, 
opening the same for general access and use, and supplyingnewspapers, periodi- 
cals, etc. Among the books were found a few relics and curios; and in May 
1885, the Grand Master, William A. Brodie, appointed three of the members of 
the Reading Room Committee, as a sub-committee, to take charge of these artic- 
les, to add to their number, and in general " for the collection and arrangement of 
Archaeological objects and matters of Masonic interest and curiosity." This sub- 
committee consisted of the Secretary of the Reading Room Committee, William H. 
Andrews, as Chairman, JohnF. Collins, and Edward H. Warker. In the fall of 
1 885, Frank R. Lawrence, then Grand Master, added to the number the Grand 
Historian, Charles T. McCienachan; the Grand Librarian, Herman G. Carter; 
John Stewart, Sidney F. Walker, Wolcott D. Marks, and Joseph M. Levey. 

The nature and importance of the undertaking made a more permanent and 
ofScial organization desirable, and in 1886 the '" Committee on Antiquities " was 
created as a Standing Committee of Grand Lodge; and to its care was con- 
signed the collection in the hands, of the sub-committee, and the further prose- 
cution of the work thus begun. The Grand Master, Frank R. Lawrence appoint- 
ed as members of the Committee on Antiquities, William H. Andrews, Herman 
G. Garter, Edward H. Warker, Charles T. McCienachan, and Joseph M. Levey. 
On October 26th, 1886, the Committee met and organized by the election of 
William H. Andrews, as Chairman, and of Joseph M. Levey, as Secretary. From 
this date unto the present time, the Committee has performed its duties with 
regularity, although under discouraging circumstances on occasions; and has 
annually submitted a Report to Grand Lodge. Under date of September 1st, 
1885, the sub-committee sent out a circular letter soliciting contributions, which 
resulted in considerable additions to the Collection. 

The first report of the Committee, in the year 1887, contained a list of art- 
icles in its hands; and this was also distributed in pamphlet form, with a re- 
quest for donations. Similar appeals were subsequently made. But the re- 
sponse was not very satisfactory. No provision was made for the Committee by 
the Grand Lodge, and it was for many years left without funds. At the outset 
cases for the exhibition of the articles were furnished by the Trustees of the 
Hall and Asylum Fund. Subsequently the Committee was unable to procure 
suitable cases for the display of the Collection, which by the year 1898 had 
about doubled in size. But a better appreciation of the undertaking, and of the 
requirements of the Committee, was shown under the administration of Grand 
Master William A. Sutherland, with Wright D. Pownall, as Deputy Grand Mas- 
ter. The appointments to the Committee were of men who appreciated the 



value of the work, and who were able and willing- to devote time and attention 
to their duties. The late George W. White became Secretary; and was follow- 
ed by Alexander A. Clark, the present incunjbent. A sufficient sum of money 
was appropriated to provide cases for the Collection; and in 1899 a printed 
Catalogue of 52 pages was prepared and distributed. This resulted in adding 
many interesting articles. It was, however, merely a list of the Collection, and 
it contained numerous errors. 

In the circular letter issued by the sub-committee in 1885, to which refer- 
ence has been made, there was the following statement of the purposes and ob- 
jects in view: "To establish and permanently exhibit in the Hall a Collection of 
Antiquities and Curiosities embracingf Masonic objects of every description, 
which may be interesting or instructive to Masons. Many such articles, consist- 
ing of Ancient Medals and Jewels, rare Coins, old Diplomas, Certificates, and 
other documents; scarce Books and antique Lodge Furniture, valuable through 
age, association, history or rarity; are known to exist in the possession of Lodges 
or individual Brethren: thus scattered they are of little utility, while if united 
they would become of great interest and value. The entire Fraternity must feel 
pride in the adornment of the Hall. The space here available affords unequaled 
facilities for the proper display of all suitable articles which may be received, 
and which will be carefully arranged and exhibited, under competent direction, 
accompanied in each instance with an appropriate description and the name of 
the Lodge or Brother by whom contributed. It is earnestly requested that your 
Lodge and any Brother possessed of any article suited to the purpose in view, 
will place the same at the disposal of this Committee, by whom the safety of 
such objects will be carefully guarded." 

The promise there made that the articles exhibited should be "accompanied 
in each instance with an appropriate description " has not been kept. The labor 
and time demanded, the skill required, and tbe expense involved, have hitherto 
prevented its fulfillment. But it has never been lost sight of, and has been cher- 
ished by the Committee as its great desideratum. With a continuance of the. 
more liberal policy inaugurated by Grand Master William A. Sutnerland, and 
with the accession of members who possessed the requisite technical knowledge 
combined with inclination for the task, the accomplishment of this hope was 
made possible. 

The labor of preparing and publishing such a descriptive Catalogue was un- 
dertaken in 1903, and has now been completed. While all the members have 
assisted, the share of some has necessarily been greater than of others. The 
subjects of Furniture, Working Tools, and Clothing, were alloted to Dr. William 
Schroeder; and of Medals, Badges and Jewels to William J. Allen. The latter 
undertook also the Printed Documents, Non-Masonic, and the Simons Collection, 
together with some of the descriptions in other classes. In addition he took the 
very fine photographs from which half-tones of many of the principal articles 
have been prepared. The Secretary, Alexander A. Clark, has assumed entire 
charge of the printing, engraving and production of the book, thereby reducing its 
cost to a minimum, while obtaining a high degree of typographical excellence. 
The Committee is indebted to Benno Loewy, for " The Bibliography of Masonic 
Medals and Badges," which is a contribution f rdm his pen. Probably no individ- 
ual medallist, in this country at least, is so well equipped for a task of this na- 
ture; and the article will prove of inestimable value to every numismatist. 

There was but one change in the personnel of the Committee between 1886 



and 1893, and was due to the death of Joseph M. Levey in 1888; Ferdinand 
Levy succeeding him. Subsequently there were many changes, and the death 
of Herman G. Carter in 189S, and Charles T. McClenachan in 1896, together 
with the final withdrawal of Edward H. Warker, left only the Chairman of the 
original members. Until 1899 the Committee consisted of five members, but 
was in that year increased to seven, one to be the Grand Librarian. In addition 
to those whose names have already been mentioned, the following have served 
upon the Committee at different times: Arthur A. Butler, Joseph L. Soberer, 
William S. Thomson, Albert Maxfield, Frank G. Combes, Frederick K. Van 
Court, Southrick Hebberd, James T. Walker. CJarence B. Marter, Clinton R. 
Wyeth, George H. Phillips, Frederick T. Slack, Henry L Colman, Moses S. Sil- 
viera, Jacob Loewer, Leroy B. Sherman. Charles B. Wilkinson, William R. Rel- 
yea, Arthur W. Hillebrand, George T. Montgomery, Charles Davis, William 
Schroeder, Bernard Lippman, John R. Pope, and Thomas F. Handy. The five 
mentioned last, with William J. Allen and the subscriber constitute the present 
Committee. 

Probably no similar work has before been attempted by any Grand Lodge. 
It has been electrotyped and tho arrangement under Classes will permit of the 
ready publication of any additions. Much care has been exercised to avoid err- 
oneous statements of r. historical nature. If any such are detected, or mistakes 
of any kind discovered, the Committee would be pleased to have them pointed 
out. 

In conclusion the Committee will be glad to receive correspondence on any 
subject relating to the Collection; and trusts that the publication of this Cata- 
logue will result in a substantial increase in the articlos on exhibition.

MARK PENNIES. 

A number of these are contained in the collection of the Grand Lodge, and 
catalogued. It is only within a very short time that the use of specially designed 
Mark Pennies has come into general use in the Royal Arch Chapters in the Uni- 
ted States, elsewhere they are practically unknown. In this country they have 



been struck in a variety of Metals besides copper, wliich alone should be prop- 
erly employed. Some Chapters use imitations of the Jewish Half Shekel, some 
of the Jewish Shekel, in most instances, however, the expression " One Penny" 
appears. These pieces are of course strictly speaking, not " Medals." The first 
attempt to list them has been made Bro. Dr. B. P. Wright in "The Numismatist." 
His first paper appeared in the issue for July 1901, subsequent papers appeared 
in the issues for April 1903, January, February, April, May and June 1904, and 
presumably will be continued. 

Dr. Wright has republished the first and second papers in pamphlet form 
under the titles : 

"MASONIC CHAPTER PENNIES" and "MASONIC CHAPTER PEN-

On one side there are other emblems in an oblong 
formed by two Pillars, which are entwined by bands, the right one 
inscribed: "SIT LUX, ET LUX, FUIT," and the left " VIDE, AUDE, 
TAGE." These Pillars are surmounted by female figures emblematic 
of Faith and Charity, and surrounded with ornamental leaf work. Be- 
tween the Pillars, above, ie another female figure emblematic of Hope, 
seated upon books, and above clouds. Beneath this figure appears 
the All-seeing Eye, the three Great Lights and other emblems, and the 
words: "MEMENTO MORI." The Pillars are resting upon the Mosaic 
Pavement, upon which there are other emblems. On the other side 
some of the emblems are repeated, in connection with ap ornamental 
design of flowers and leaves. The figure of cupid is seated on one of 
the arms of a Level. Beneath this is the All-seeing Eye, with Rays, 
and in the centre the following inscription: 
"The World is in Pain 
Our Secrets to gain 
But Still let them wonder & gaze on 
For they ne'er can divine 
The WORD nor the SIGN 
Of a Free & an Accepted Mason.'' 
This Pitcher has been in the Grand Lodge archives for many years.

Smaller Earthenware Pitcher, 9 j^ inches high, and of less diameter than 
No. I. Bears in front, beneath the spout, the Square and Compasses, 
one point being beneath the Square, with a ribbon or streamer flying 
from the apex of the Compasses, and between them the letter "G" 
surrounded by ornamental work.

This Pitcher was in the archives of Lily Lodge, No. 342, and 
tradition says it was used at the Masonic Banquet to Lafayette.

2. In front beneath the spout, appears the figure of a man, wearing a 
red coat, a light blue vest and white Apron, seated on a chair which 
rests on the Mosaic Pavement. In his right hand is a Square, and his 
left hand rests upon the 47th problem of Euclid. Around him are sundry 
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emblems, black in color, and above him the All-seeing Eye, with Rays 
of a yellow color. This is all contained in a double circle, and that 
again surrounded by an oval line, which contains above the circle some 
emblems, black in color, and beneath the circle a representation of the 
Sun, yellow in color, but with a dark ornamental background. On one 
side of the Pitcher is a design similar to the one described on the other 
two Pitchers, but the figures of Faith, Hope and Charity are different, 
and the emblems and ornamental work is colored in red, black, yellow 
and greenish blue. On the other side of Pitcher appear two Pillars 
entwined with flowers, and with an arch springing from the tops joined 
by a Keystone. Beneath the Keystone is the All-seeing Eye, with yel- 
low Rays. Below this and between the Pillars is the figure of a woman 
with a child in her arms and two children clinging to her. The clothes 
of these figures, as well as 'the Pillars, emblems and flames, are in 
colors (Jf red, blue, black and yellow. Beneath this whole design is the 
following inscription : 

" To Judge with candor, and to speak no wrong, 
The feeble to support, against the strong. 
To soothe the wretched and the poor to feed. 
Will cover many an idle foolish deed." 
This Pitcher is said to be over 110 years old.

Ark ( apparently ) resting on Mount Ararat, and having across it a saw 
and some other implement, and a design consisting of a carpenter's 
protractor, a species of Compasses or Gauge, and a nondescript imple- 
ment, all combined together.

One wears a cocked hat and has sus- 
pended from his neck a Square, and the others, who are bareheaded, 
have the Level and Plumb similarly suspended.

George Harison acted as Provincial Grand Master of New York for 
18 years, from the time of his appointment in 1753 to the installa- 
tion of his successor, Sir John Johnson, in 1771. During his term 
he issued warrants to at least eleven Lodges, and five others in the 
City of New York are said to have been constituted by him. Among 
the Lodges which he constituted were Mount Vernon (Union) No. 3 
and Masters No. S, both in Albany ; both at dates subsequent to 
that of the present document. Dr. Peter Middleton was a disting- 
uished physician of the time. He was appointed Deputy Grand 
Master from New York City, by Sir John Johnson, in 1771. (See 
No 2.) These two documents have since remained in his family.

what else you shall do by Virtue of these Presents. And that at the 
same Time you remit to us, or to the Treasurer of the Society for the 
Ti.-ne being at London Three pounds three Shillings Sterling for every 
Lodge you shall institute for the use of the Grand Charity and other 
necessary purposes.

Sir John Johnson was appointed Provincial Grand Master of New 
York in the year 1767, but was not installed in office until 1771. 
He does not seem to have been very active, most of the duties of his 
office having been performed by his Deputy, Dr. Middleton. The 
latter granted a warrant to Military Union (American Union ) Lodge, 
in April 1776. Shortly after this the British Army entered the 
City of New York, and the Provincial Grand Lodge of New York 
appears to have ceased to exist. The Lodge so chartered was the 
■first Lodge organized in the Continental Army, having received its 
warrant, by the name of American Union, February' 15th, 1776, 
from John Rowe, the English Provincial Grand Master at Boston.

Brother Jacobs, the bearer, was subsequently raised to the degree of 
Master Mason at Charleston, S. C. in Lodge No. 1, under the Juris- 
diction of the Athol Grand Lodge of England. (Ancients) He also 
received the Degree of Knight cif the Sun, at Jamaica, W. L, in 
1790, and the 32d Degree of the A. &A.S.R. from John G. Tardy, 
at Charleston, S. C. He was Worshipful Master of Forsyth Lodge, 
of Augusta, Georgia, from June 24th, 1799 to June 24th, 1800. 
About the year 1803 he removed to New York, and there took an 
active part in the establishment of the Scottish Rite bodies. (See 
the Certificate of Master Mason granted to Brother Jacobs by York 
Lodge, No. 367, of New York, No. 67 G.)

Brother Richard Riker was the first District Attorney of New York 
City, serving as such from 1801 to 1810, and from 1811 to 1814, 
both inclusive. He was succeeded in 1810-11 by Brother Cad- 
wallader D. Colden. The office was created by the Legislature in 
the year 1801, and covered the entire circuit formed by the Coun- 
ties of New York, Suffolk. Kings, Westchester and Richmond. Upon 
the adoption of the Constitution of 1822, New York had its own 
District Attorney, like other Counties in the State. Brother Riker 
served as Recorder of New York City in the years 1815-1819, 
1821-1823, and 1824-1838. His portrait as such now hangs in 
the Criminal Court Building, New York City. During much of the 
period thus covered. Brother De Witt Clinton was Mayor of New 
York, having been elected to that office in 1803, and serving his last 
term in 1815. Brother Riker was prominent in the Scottish Rite. 
He participated on August 15th, 1813 in the formation of the Su- 
preme Council of the 33° Northern Jurisdiction, and was appointed 
Illustrious Grand Master of Ceremonies. Daniel D. Tompkins, af- 
terwards Grand Master of the State of New York, and the sixth 
Vice-President of the United States, was at the same time appoint- 
ed M.-. III. Sovereign Grand Commander. Brother John G. Tardy 
was also then appointed Grand Treasurer General. (See No. 5 G)

1755, Signed by the Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Ireland, the 
Hon. Thomas Southwell (afterwards Lord Southwell,) and the Grand 
Wardens, the Hon. Brinsley Butler (afterwards Lord Lanesborough, ) 
and the Right Hon. Lord Moore (afterwards Earl of Drogheda.) The 
Warrant was issued for the Town of Carrick Fergus, County Antrim, 
Irejand, and was countersigned by Bro. Edward Spratt. The Lodge in 
its early life had as members the most prominent and influential men of 
the locality in which it was situated, a large number of names of which 
appear on the Register of the Grand Lodge, bearing the suffix of Es- 
quire orGent. Owing to irregularities and the loose work of the Master, 
an Innkeeper at whose place the Lodge met, the Warrant was arrested 
in 1892 and the Lodge erased from the Roll of the Grand Lodge of Ire- 
land, and in 1898 the number was given to a Lodge meeting at Belfast 
It was not until after 1778 or 79 that this style of Certificate was 
adopted by the Lodges and this Plate was probably made about 1780.

1, and Ladder with letters "F. H. C.;" on 
right, Perfect Ashlar with "Lewis" inserted in top and bearing on front 
Square and Compasses with points resting on Quadrant, Trowel, 
Square, Plumb, Open Book of the Law with Compasses resting on it, 
and Level. In ornamental bordering twenty-four similar monitorial 
emblems, encircled by wreaths of leaves, and separated by designs of 
crossed Swords and Mitres. Finely executed and a work of art. Size 
36x36 inches. About the centre is marked in blatk ink the initials "D. 
.J. B." and the number " 1681." 

In Corridor, Fourth Floor, Framed. 

This Handkerchief was the property of Captain David J. Briscoe, an 
English sailor, who brought the silk from India, and had the Hand- 
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kerchief made in England. The initials are those of his name, and 
the number is supposed to be that of his Lodge. It was carried 
through the Crimean War, Afghanistan, Zululand and the West 
Indies ; according to information given by Mr. D. J. George, an 
Englishman and a direct descendant of Capt. Briscoe, and from 
whom this relic was procured. 

54 India Silk Handkerchief, bearing on a Mosaic Pavement approached by 
five steps, the front of first Ins.: ".-. AUDI VIDI TACE .-." and having 
a Candlestick on the centre, and a Rough Ashlar and Bee Hive on the 
left and right, on the second, two Candlesticks, and on the front of the 
fourth, crossed Keys and crossed Pens ; two Columns surmounted by 
Globes Celestial and Terrestrial, supporting an Arch bearing a Ser- 
aphim in centre and surmounted by a figure symbolic of Faith, and fig- 
ures on the left and right symbolic of Charity and Hope with a Coffin 
and Skull and Crossbones between. On Column on left a pair of 
gloves with fingers pointing down, in front of Column the Senior 
Warden ; on the right Column Apron ornamented with three roset- 
tes forming a Delta and Junior Warden in front; in the background 
entrance to Sanctum Sanctorum with Altar bearing Holy Scriptures 
on top. Square and Compasses in front and Master standing behind 
with right arm raised, holding a Gavel ; between two Columns sup- 
porting a draped Arch. This entrance is set in a wall with Columns 
on the left and right supporting an entablature and a frieze from 
which springs an Arch enclosing letter " G." On a white field between 
the large Columns, on the left, Mallet, Stone Pick, Rammer, and Perfect 
Ashlar bearing Hebrew characters ; on the right. Trowel, Key, Plumb 
and Level ; above on the left, within a circle having a knotted ribbon 
above and ribbon scroll below, a triple Tau, and on a Mosaic Pavement, 
two Columns supporting an Arch, with an Altar between bearing the 
Holy Scriptures ; on the right a similar circle enclosing a six-pointed 
Star formed by two Deltas interlaced and enclosing a small Delta and 
the Three Great Lights, the Square having a long and short arm ; with 
the arms of the Grand Lodge above, and legend ; " SIT LUX ET LUX 
FUIT" in a curved line. On a red field surrounding this, on the left, 
Workmen in the Forests of Lebanon and Floats on the Sea of Joppa, a 
Protractor, Doric, Ionic and Corinthian Columns, "W. S. B.," entrance 
to Middle Chamber approached by five steps, Ins.: "G. I. D. C. C.,' 
above the entrance, letter " G," Rough Ashlar, Ladder with three rounds 
Ins.: "F. H. C," Sword and Sceptre crossed, Fish, Magician's Rod, 
Craftsmen working in the Temple, Blazing Sun, Radiant Delta bearing 
Hebrew characters and Radiant six-pointed Star formed by two Deltas 
interlaced enclosing All-seeing Eye. On the right. Fellow Crafts cut- 
ting stone by Sea Coast, Perfect Ashlar, crossed Keys, Three Great 
Lights, TempJe, Mitre, Dove bearing Olive Branch, Hand holding P'umb 
Line, three Burning Candles, Plumb, Square and Level crossed. Censer, 
Trestle Board, Aaron's Rod, six-pointed Star bearing a Garter with 
Cuflc characters enclosing a Cross raised on three steps with Brazen 
Serpent entwined, five-pointed Star, Crescent Moon, facing right sur- 
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rounded by seven Stars ; in centre All-seeing Eye. Embordered by 
Officer's Jewels, mounted Globes, monitorial emblems, and at the bot- 
tom within a clasp chain forming an inverted arc of a circle. Compasses 
with points resting on a Quadrant enclosing All-seeing Eye within a 
Radiant Delta, supported on the left by a circle enclosing two Columns 
supporting an Arch, with an Altar between and Square and Compasses 
above it; on the right, a circle enclosing an All-seeing Eye within a 
six-pointed Star formed by two Deltas interlaced, on white ground be- 
tween a Cable Tow having Tassels on the two lower corners, and a 
black serrated outer border. Size 50x32 inches.

55 Miniature of John Abrams, Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of the 
State of New York, from 1792 to 1799, in which year he died. He left 
a son, Charles, who died in 1820, and whose widow, Julia A., left this 
Miniature to her neice Mrs. Cornelia La Bau Graff, upon her death in 
1882. Mrs. Graff is the wife of Alvin Graff, Past Master of Amity 
Lodge, No. 323 ; and they have deposited this Miniature with the 
Grand Lodge. On the obverse is a colored Bust Miniature of Brother 
Abrams : on the reverse a monument surmounted by a funeral urn : 
and bearing on the front face the inscription "J. A. Ob. 24 Septr. 1799 
Aet. 4 1 ." Leaning on the left of the monument is a male figure ; seat- 
ed on the right side a female figure with elbow resting on the monument 
and supporting her head. At her knees on one side the figure of a girl 
with head buried in her lap, on the other side the figure of a boy in like 
posture. Above the whole and in the background is a Cypress Tree. 
Heavy gold frame. Size 2>^x3 inches.

LETTERS, MINUTE BOOKS, ETC. 

GLASS J. 

Autograph letter of George Washington, contained between two glass 
panes, so as to show both sides, and framed. There is also a lock 
of his hair, and a small colored vignette portrait, which his friend Wat- 
son characterizes as " the best likeness I have seen." On the back of 
this picture is the following : 

"The God Like 

WASHINGTON 

died 14th Dec' 1799 

All AMERICA in tears 

The within is the best likeness 
I have seen. The hair is off his 
own head this will increase its Value 
with time. Its my earnest Request 
this may be preserved to Succeed 
ing Generations. This hair was 
presented to me by MajJ^ Billings 
Con Army. E. Watson 

Certificate 
This may certify that the 
within hair was Enclosed by 
Gen I.Washington in a Letter to 
me dated Newburgh June 85 
as his own hair JanV 1 1810 
And. Billings " 

The text and general appearance of this famous letter can best be 
learned from the annexed cuts. Its history, derived from authentic 
sources, is as follows, viz.: The letter was written by Washington to 
Messrs. Watson & Cassoul.a Franco-American business firm of Nantes, 
France. Elkanah Watson, a friend of Washington and a Mason, was 
sent on a private mission to Benjamin Franklin, then the diplomatic 
representative of the United States in Paris, France. Thereafter he 
formed a copartnership with M. Cassoul, a Frenchman and also a 
Mason, and they carried on a mercantile business in Nantes, France, 
for three years. The venture did not turn out successfully, and Watson 
finally returned to this country. He visited Washington at Mt. Vernon, 
in 1785. Subsequently he lived in Pittsfield, Mass., in the Carolinas 
for some years, and in Albany, N. Y. around the. year 1791. He re- 
moved to Port Kent, Essex Co., N. Y. in 1828, and died there in 1842. 
The letter was written by Washington in acknowledgement of the pres- 
ent of an elegant Masonic Sash and Apron, sent to him by the firm of 
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Watson &Gassoul, January 23d, 1782. This regalia was made by 
nuns in a French Convent, and was of the finest satin exquisitely em- 
broidered in silver and gold, displaying the American and French flags, 
as well as numerous Masonic emblems. Washington wore this Sash 
and Apron at the laying of the cornerstone of the National Capital, and 
also when he sat for his portrait to the artist Williams in 1794. After 
his death they were given by his legatees to Washington-Alexandria 
Lodge, of Virginia, in whose possession they now remain. 

In " Washington and his Masonic Compeers," by Sidney Hayden, which 
■was published four years after the death of Elkanah Watson, this letter 
is mentioned as being then in the hands of the Watson family. A copy 
of the letter is given, as is also a copy of the letter from Watson & 
Cassoul, accompanying the regalia, and which is dated " East of Nan- 
tes, 23d 1st. month, 5782." The letter itself is understood to have 
been presented by Elkanah Watson to his son Charles in the year 
1816. 

This invaluable relic came into the possession of the Grand Lodge, in 
the year 1866 or 1867. M.'.W.'. Robert D. Holmes, G. M., in his Ad- 
dress to the Grand Lodge in 1866, says that " Some months ago, 1 re- 
ceived a letter from a friend, in which it was stated that an original 
Masonic letter, written in 1782, by our Illustrious Bro. George Wash- 
ington, and a lock of his hair, were in the possession of a lady who re- 
sided in this State. I subsequently went to the residence of Gen. Ward, 
at Sing Sing, where I saw these very interesting relics." He then gives 
a copy of the letter and states some of the foregoing incidents connected 
with its history, and adds — " We have not, as a Grand Lodge, a single 
relic of our immortal brother, but here at hand are those which are of 
great value and I should feel great pride, in common with the whole 
Craft, if they were possessed by the Fraternity of this State. The lady 
who owns them is forced to part with them, and she has given to us the 
refusal of them, believing that our Grand Lodge would be the proper 
custodian, in place of allowing them to go elsewhere and perhaps out of 
the country." He concludes by a reference to "the recent publication 
by W. Bro. Sidney Hayden, called "Washington and Ws Masonic Com- 
peers," as containing copies of the letter, etc.; and remarks that the 
book " as an entirety, is one of the most valuable contributions to the 
Masonic literature of the present age." ' (Vide Transactions G. L. of N. 
Y. for 1866, pp. 28-9.) The Committee to whom was referred the 
Grand Master's Address, recommended "That as much as relates to 
the relics of our illustrious brother. Gen. George Washington, be referred 
to the Committee on Finance. " (id p. 46.] There appears no record 
of any action by this Finance Committee. 

In his address to the Grand Lodge in 1867, Grand Master Holmes, re- 
turned to this subject, saying— " There is yet a deficit in the purchase- 
money of the Washington Letter and the Lock of Hair of our great 
brother, amounting to about $550.00. I had at first thought to make an 
additional call upon the Lodges, but deeming it proper that the repre- 
sentatives now present should be enabled to know the character of the 
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document, I determined to postpone the matter until your present com- 
munication, and let such action be talcen upon it as you might deem 
proper. .That the brethren may know the importance, in a Masonic 
point of view, of the letter referred to, 1 have directed that one copy of 
it for each Master or representative of a Lodge, be placed on the Grand 
Secrstiry's desk, where they can be had upon proper application. They 
are /ac simiJes of the original, and of the miniature of Washington, and 
are lithographed. I desire that the Masters of Lodges should take them 
and the miniatures which accompany them, to their several Lodges 
and exhibit them to the brethren and state to such as may desire them, 
that they can be had for the trifling sum of forty cents, from Bros. 
Macoy & Sickels of this city, the returns of which will be kindly paid, 
without any commission being charged by them on the sales, into the 
fund for the benefit of the Hall and Asylum, or devoted to the payment 
of the sum now remaining due. I desire that these relics should be pre- 
sented by the Subordinate Lodges to the Grand Lodge, and I am loth 
to abandon the hope that this will yet be done.'' (Vide Trans. G. L. N. 
Y.for 1867, pp. 20-21.) 

The Committee on the Grand Master's Address, recommended that this 
subject be referred to the Committee on Finance. ( id. p. 42. ) The latter 
named Committee recommended as follows, viz.: "For balance due on 
purchase of Washington relics $550.00;'' which recommendation was 
adopted by Grand Lodge.

14 Original Report to (City) Grand Lodge, of Committee appointed May 23d, 
1827, "in relation to the restoration of Harmony in the Masonic body 
in this State." The report begins by reciting : "That in execution of 
their duties they have had communication with Bretheren of that body as 
a committee in relation to the same object, on behalf of those usually 
designated as the Country Masons." That regard for the ". general in- 
terests of the Masonic order, especially in this State," rather than any 
other considerations, have governed the members of both Committees, 
and that they accordingly arrived at a unanimous agreement. This 
result your committee have the favor to report to the Most Worshipful 
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Grand Lodge, in the substance of the propositions unanimously adopted 
by the Bretheren who have met, consisting of the W.-. Bretheren, John 
0. Cole, Freeman B. Hicks Daniel Sherwood & George C Sherman & 
E. Mack and the members of your committee who have signed this re- 
port, who regret that they have been partially deprived of the assist- 
ance of the W. B. Scoville in consequence of his official engagements. 
The propositions agreed on are as follows, viz.: Then follow the res- 
olutions as published in the proceedings of both the City and Country 
Grand Lodges of 1 827. The report is dated " New York, June 6. 1827," 
and is signed— "John W. Mulligan. M. Myers. H. Marsh. J. S. Sprague." 
Beneath the signatures, in a different handwriting, is the following : "On 
motion it was RESOLVED. That the foregoing propositions recom- 
mended by the Committee be and are hereby ratified and confirmed. 
The Grand Lodge then adjourned to meet on Thursday the seventh of 
June A. L. 5827. Grand Lodge Closed." On the adjourned day the 
two bodies met, and the Union of the City and Country Grand Lodges 
was consummated.

R. Livingston, Master of Union Lodge, of New York City, by authority 
of R.'.W.". George Harison, Provincial Grand Master. It contains a copy 
of Warrant, naming James Livingston, Master, and Dr. Jonathan Lewis 
and John Child, Senior and Junior Wardens. It closes with the Com- 
munication of July 8th, 1774. Among the list of visitors to the Lodge 
at the Communication of June 12th, 1771, appears the name of Bene- 
dict Arnold, partially obliterated by pen marks. This was done agree- 
ably to the following resolution passed May 1 6th, 1781: " Ordered that 
the Name of Benedict Arnold be considered as obliterated from the Min- 
utes of this Lodge; a Traitor, "©a" On several pages of the early 
miiiutes in this book names of visitors and initiates have been cut out, 
while no reason appears for this in the minutes. The resolution in re- 
lation to Benedict Arnold points to why this was done, however. In the 
minutes of December 22nd, 1782, the following entry appears:

The second volume begins with the minutes of September 8th, 1784, 
and closes with the Communication of June 24th, 1793. The last 
twenty pages of this book contain a poem on scenes prior to, and during 
the War of the Revolution.

In Grand Secretary's OflBce. 
Solomon's Lodge surrendered its Provincial Warrant in 1796, and 
received a Warrant from the Ancient Grand Lodge of New York, 
numbered S6. This number was changed in 1800 to No. 5, and 
again June 4th, 1 8 1 9, to No. 6. The Lodge disappeared from the 
roll of the Grand Lodge in 1828, during the Anti-Masonic troubles 
of that period. It is a matter of history, that after the close of the 
War of the Revolution, Washington was urged to become King of 
this Country. It is said that members of Solomon's Lodge conceived 
this idea, and endeavored to persuade Washington to accept the 
Crown.

COLLECTION MADE BY COMMITTEE ON ANTiaUITIES, GRAND LODGE OF NEW YORK. 

20 Minute Book of American Union Lodge, No. 1, from 1776 to 1779. It 
contains two codes 'of By-Laws, the first and last adopted by the Lodge; 
two pages of signatures of members, and all the accounts of the Lodge 
during that period. Many of the signatures are of men whose names 
have been handed down in history for heroic deeds performed during the 
War of Independence. Bound in boards. Size 8x15 inches. 

Case 3. 
American Union Lodge was the first Lodge organized in the Conti- 
nental Army. It was warranted Febry. 16th, 1776, by JohnRowe, 
Prov. G. M. of North America (at Boston, Mass. ) in the Connecti- 
cut Line of the army, wherever stationed, provided that no other 
G. M. had jurisdiction. Removing with the army to New York 
after the evacuation of Boston, by the British in March, 1776, the 
Lodge asked for a confirmation of its Charter from the Deputy G. 
M., Dr. Peter Middleton; but received instead a new Warrant under 
the name of Military Union, No. 1. This name does not appear to 
have been subsequently used, however. The Lodge is said to have 
"moved with the army as a pillar of light in parts of Connecticut. 
New York, and New Jersey." On Deer. 27, 1779, while stationed 
at the headquarters of the army at Morristown, N. J., the Lodge met 
to celebrate the festival of St. John. Thirty-six members were 
present, and sixty-eight visitors, among the latter being George 
Washington. A petition was read looking to the appointment of a 
Grand Master over the several United States. The first Master^ 
Joel Clark, was taken prisoner on August 27th, 1776, and died in 
captivity. He was succeeded by the first Treasurer, S. H. Paj-sens, 
who was followed by the first Secretary, Johnathan Heart. The 
Lodge met for the last time, as an army Lodge, on April 23, 1783, 
when it was ordered '■ to stand closed until the W. Master should 
call them together." This event occurred in 1 790, when the Lodge 
was re-opened at Marietta, Ohio, by Jonathan Heart, the Master, 
with Benjamin Tupper and Ruf us Putnam as Wardens; and it is now 
No. 1 , on the register of the Grand Lodge of Ohio. 

21 Minute Books of Rising Sun Lodge, No. 132., from 1806 to 1827. Two 
volumes. The first volume begins with the minutes of the first Com- 
munication, held at: "Springfield 19th, August A.L. 5806." Recites 
that " The Brethren of the Rising Sun Lodge met at the Lodge rooms at 
9 o'clock A. M. and in pursuance of a charter granted from the Grand 
Lodge of the State of New York, and a dispensation given to W. B™ 
Robert Bowman master of St. Pauls Lodge for the purpose of Installing 
the Officers of the said Rising Sun Lodge— after being joined by the of- 
ficers of the Grand Lodge, proceeded in procession from the Lodge 
Room to the Meeting House where after attending Divine service, pro- 
ceeded to the instalation of the officers as follows." Then follow the 
names and concludes : " The Lodge then returned in the same order to 
the Lodge Room, and after partaking of Refreshment at Deacon John 
Lee's dispersed and each returned to his respective abode." This vol- 
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ume contains regular minutes to March 28thi, 1812. On some loose 
sheets of paper are portions of By-Laws, and signatures of the mem- 
bers. The second volume begins with the minutes of April 18th, 1812 
and closes with those of Deer. 26, 1827. The Lodge number nowhere 
is given nor do any of these minutes appear to have been signed.

22 Minutes of Abrams Lodge, of New York City, from December 19th, 1808 

to Deer. 6, 1824. These are a continuation of minutes of prior Com- 
munications, those of Dec, 19, 1808 being of the annual election. The 
Lodge was numbered "IS" until 1819. On the minutes of Sept. 6, 
1819 appears the entry: "Abrams Lodge No, 83, formerly No. 15:" 
and is thereafter No. 83. Itwas given the No. 20 in 1839. This Lodge 
is now Pioneer Lodge, No. 20. Bound in leather. Size 10x22^, and 
2 inches thick.

23 Minute Book of Charity Lodge. ( no number given) Held at Stockton

munication held on October IS, 1830, it is noted that several members 
were expelled, and others suspended, "by a unanimous vote." At the 
next, and final Communication, two more members "were suspended, and 
then it was voted to hand over all the Lodge property to a person nam- 
. ed for safe keeping "and to deliver when duly called upon." Bound 
in boards.

This book was discovered in the garret of Forest Lodge, No. 166, 
Fredonia, N. Y. 

24 By-Laws of Phoenix Lodge, No. 11, New York. They are adapted from 

a set of printed Bye Laws or "RULES and ORDERS," which are "at- 
tested as follows : " The foregoing Twenty-six Rules or Orders are in 
full Force at this Time, viz.: 20th, February 1779, James Jones, G. 
Sec'ry." This is also printed, and the name "Jerusalem Lodge" had' 
also been printed in, but the name " Phoenix "is written instead. Many 
of the printed Rules or Orders have also been struck out, amended, or 
added to in ink at bottom of pages. Rule " 11 " has had lines run through 
it, and above is written "Null and Void resolved on 22 ^ of Nov ^.5796." 
The By-Laws had evidently been adopted prior tothis date, but at just 
what time does not appear. The title page shows that the volume was 
printed when the Duke of Athol was Grand Master, as it bears his name 
as such, with Lawrence Dermott, Esq., D. G. M., William Clarke, Esq., 
S. G. W., John Christian, Esq., J. G. W., and William Dickey, Esq., G. 
Sec. It is headed "In the YEAR of MASONRY, S771," and at the 
foot is "These BYE LAWS printed by Order of the GRAND LODGE." 
On blank leaves at the end are signatures of members, with remarks 
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set opposite the names; to wit.; "Master," "Senior Warden," "P. M.," 
"Deceased," and "Declared off." In some instances dates are added, 
as "Declared off 14th Septr. 1795," etc. Printed in large old style 
type, and bound in boards. Size 7)^x12 inches. On the outer cover is 
pasted a label bearing- in gilt letters the inscription ; " BYE LAWS OF 
PHOENIX LODGE No 11."

25 Minute Book of the Grand Council of Royal Master Masons for the State of 
New York." Contains the minutes of all its Assemblies from its forma- 
tion on January 25th, 1823 to the Union with the Grand Council of 
Royal and Select Masters of the State of New York, May 28th, 1860. 
On a loose sheet in the book are the original Articles of Union, with the 
signatures of the members of the Committees of both bodies. The 
Grand Council of Royal Masters was organized at a Convention of Past 
Masters of Columbian Council, held on the 25th day of January, 1823, 
pursuant to a resolution adopted at a regular assembly of Columbian 
Council, held on Jany. 18th, 1823. Grand Officers were then elected, 
and subsequently a Constitution was adopted. A charter was issued 
to Columbian Council as No. 1; and thereafter charters or warrants 
were granted to other subordinate Councils, some being in other 
States, Massachusetts, Texas, etc. The Grand Council of Royal and 
Select Masters, seems to have been organized in 1854, because of the 
then existing dissensions in Symbolic Masonry. It united with the older 
body in 1860 as stated. This minute book disappeared and was lost 
for many years. In 1903 it was returned by Wor. S. W. Thomas, who 
has stated that it had been taken by his brother R.'.W.'. Robert H. 
Thomas, Past Grand Librarian of the Grand Lodge, and now deceased, 
for the purpose of preparing therefrom the history of the Grand Council 
which was printed in 1876 by a Committee of Kane Lodge, No. 454, of 
which R.'.W.-. Robert H. Thomas was a member. Wor. S. W. Thomas 
having found it among his brother's effects, sent it with other books to 
R.-.W.-. Alex. A. Clark, then Grand Librarian. Bound in boards. Size
